in one schoolroom. 
Increases in comp ensation in 
government do not at’ract a bet­ 
ter grade ot talent They mere­ 
ly attract u top ie who are inter- 
es ed only in mor • y 
and se­ 
cu rity. The better talent is at­ 
tracted elsewhere by a chance 
to do an interesting and u -efu l 
job. to get credit for it ,,nd 
reap the favorable notice that 
resu lts. 
ANOTHER LAW is t h a t w cn 
a new agency is creaoni by C >n- 
gress. the op p ortu nity to ge* ‘he 
thing organ.zed 
draws 
talent 
which is lik ely to renin.n oiny

When Frank lin Roosevelt came 
in. Jones was p laced at the nead 
of the agency. Du ring several 
years while the RFC was stru g- 
gu ng with the dep ression and 
later with the war, Jones re­ 
mained Then he resigned and 
the 
RFC became 
a 
p olitical 
grab-bag of p olitical handou ts. 
Josep h P. Kennedy was drawn 
from p rivate life to head the 
new Secu r.aes Exchange Com­ 
mission. The task of organizing 
was interesting to him for two 
years. He then retired and his 
su ccessors were only moderate­ 
ly good administrators. 
Another law ap p lies to Con­ 
gress and, in the p resent in* 
s.ance, to the leader of Con­ 
gress, Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Somebody nobly conceives of 
a service for somebody or otner 
Withou t any con« ideration of 
how the seivice is to be p er­ 
formed (the p overty p rogram is 
an examp ’ei.

Whether the p u rp ose can be 
at .ieved or not, the bu reau crats 
will find a way to scatter the

Congress by this time nas lost 
interest in » he objective. It has 
swep t the noble intention u nder 
the bu reaacratic ru g. 
THIS IS w ;at will nap p en with 
the many mw government ac- 
tivities President Johnson nas 
p u shed ’hrou gh the p resent Con­ 
gress. Tne President, instead of 
giving his attention to the ad­ 
ministration of these p rograms, 
is ca .r.g x i-n ail and su ndry to 
su e e ■ new activities to be p re­ 
sented to Congress next year. 
Lyndon B Johnson is still in 
his reart a lawmak er, not an 
administrator. His p erformance 
record is not in how well his 
administration is op erating bu t 
in r. * many laws are p assed 
and bow- many new agencies

IN THE 1966 fiscal year b-alg. 
et p resented in Janu ary oi this 
vear, cash receip ts were esti­ 
mated at $123 5 billion and cash 
ou tlays at $127 4 billion, resu lt­ 
ing in a cash deficit of $3 9 
billwn Now u nofficial estim ates 
indicate that receip ts » .!! go u p 
to $124 6 bill.on, ar.d ou tlays will 
be increased to $130.2 billion, 
p rodu cing a $5.6 billion dencit. 
Again, for fiscal year 1967, the 
e-timates .ndicate another rise 
m cash ou tlays,

ceip ts climbing to $135 billion. 
The resu lting cash deficit of SB 1
